case where so little deference appeared 
to be paid to my government, to ex­ 
press her displeasure at the conduct of 
Spain on that occasion ; nor should the 
United States have escaped her ani- 
niadversion.—-There is every reason to 
believe, that it was by thus yielding to 
an unreasonable demand, that the court 
of Spain emboldened and determined 
the American government to become 
urgent, and even to resort to thrcuts in 
the present Instance. Be that as it muy, 
you may infer, from the former expla­ 
nations which have been given to your 
court on this subject,and those whicn I 
have been authorised to cause to be made 
to the government of the United States 
through his Imperial Majesty’s charge 
d'affaireay whut opinion his Majesty has 
formed on this question, which, having 
already been the objcct of a long négo­ 
ciation, and of a formal convenuon be­ 
twixt France and the United States, can 
no longer be a subject of a new discus­ 
sion. 


“ Such, Mr. Ambassador, are the 
observations which Î have deemed it 
pi’oper to make in answer to the preli­ 
minary note of your Excellency.
